After winning the league champi¬ 
onship last summer, the Edmon¬ 
ton Capitals will not play this year. 

Team governor Patrick LaForge 
announced Tuesday that the North 
American Baseball League (NABL) 
has been informed the team is sus¬ 
pending play for the 2012 season. 

It was a tough, but necessary deci¬ 
sion due to the state of the league’s 
northern division, LaForge said. 

“With just four teams, down 
from 10 in 2009, it is no longer 
acceptable for the Capitals to con¬ 
tinue operating under such cir¬ 
cumstances,” he said. 

In 88 games last season, the Cap¬ 
itals welcomed 125,000 fans to Telus 
Field. 


The focus now is to find the right 
way to bring the team back. 

“We did talk to other leagues, but 
only veiy cursoiy,” LaFoige said. “But 
we’re looking at affihated ball and 
non-afiiliated ball.” 

The NABL could still be an option, 
as could another minor pro league, 
he said, adding there is interest and 
talk of perhaps a western Canadian 
league. The players — set to soon 
receive championship rings—will 
be released, said director of baseball 
operations Cord Gerlach, who will 
remain on staff along with field 
manager Orv Franchuk. 

“Edmonton is a good market,” 
Gerlach said. “I’m here now and I’ll 
be working toward the 2013 sea¬ 
son.”

Edmonton Transit has 
enough buses — for now. 

But there will be 
impacts in the next three 
years with no new ones 
on the way, a council 
committee heard Tuesday. 

According to a report, 
ETS will operate 712 bus¬ 
es during peak periods by 
April. 

An additional 12 will 
be held in reserve; seven 
will resolve overload 
problems on routes 2, 4, 

6, 39, 67 and 100 as of 
September; and four will 
provide new service to de¬ 
veloping areas. 

Meanwhile, 12 routes 
approaching overload 
conditions, route 
extensions and new cross¬ 
town connections will not 
be dealt with this year — 
and impacts could be 
greater in 2013 and 2014. 

A solution could come 
from a review of ETS’ 
spare ratio, which 
currently has 24 per cent 
of the fleet in the garage 
on standby or for mainte¬ 
nance. 

“A lower number 
would mean we could add 
more into service to deal 
with these issues of over¬ 
crowding,” said Coun. 
Amarjeet Sohi. 

The review will be done 
by the fall. 

“We didn’t have the 
funds to provide (new 
buses) right now,” said 
Coun. Don Iveson. “But 
we knew we’d be looking 
at our maintenance prac¬ 
tices.”

Edmonton police have re¬ 
vealed the identity of the 
city’s first homicide vic¬ 
tim this year. 

Welid Sable Meskel, 
22, was found wounded 
in an alley behind 134 Av¬ 
enue and 101 Street 
about 4:45 a.m. Sunday. 


He died on scene. 

“After almost two 
months without a homi¬ 
cide in Edmonton, we’re 
sad to say this is the first 
homicide of 2012,” said 
EPS spokesperson Chad 
Orydzuk at police head¬ 
quarters on Tuesday. 

Last year at this time, 
EPS members were inves¬ 
tigating 10 homicides, he 
added. 


Investigators believe 
the slaying wasn’t ran¬ 
dom, said Orydzuk, who 
could not confirm if the 
victim had a record. 

Investigators are hop¬ 
ing the public will come 
forward with tips, he 
said. 

“Detectives really want 
to keep the momentum 
going on this investiga¬ 
tion. They’ve been going 


hard for the last 24 hours 
and they believe that any 
new information that the 
public can provide would 
really give them a boost,” 
said Orydzuk. 

They are probing the 
possibility Meskel was 
killed elsewhere and left 
in the alley. 

“Police are looking in¬ 
to that right now,” said 
Orydzuk.

Emergency aid thwarted 
as Syrian battle rages on 



S 5 n:ian gunners pounded 
rebel strongholds in the be¬ 
sieged city of Homs on 
Tuesday, killing at least 30 
people and bringing frantic 
cries for help from resi¬ 
dents who say food and wa¬ 
ter are running 
dangerously low, according 
to activists. 

With shells reportedly 
raining down at a rate of 10 
per minute at one point in 
rebellious districts, the Red 
Cross called for a daily two- 
hour ceasefire so that it can 
deliver emergency aid to 
the wounded and sick. 

“If they don’t die in the 
shelling, they will die of 
hunger,” activist and resi¬ 
dent Omar Shaker told The 
Associated Press after hours 
of intense shelling concen¬ 
trated on rebel-held Baba 
Amr, which the opposition 
has extolled as a s 3 mibol of 
their 11-month uprising 
against President Bashar As¬ 
sad’s regime. 

Russia, one of Assad’s re¬ 
maining allies, urged the 
United Nations to send a 
special envoy to Syria to 
help co-ordinate security is¬ 
sues and deliveiy of hu¬ 


manitarian assistance. 

Assad’s forces showed no 
sign of easing their assault 
on Homs, whose defiance 
has become an embarrass¬ 
ing counterpoint to the 
regime’s insistence that the 
opposition is mostly armed 
factions with limited public 
support.

One of four versions of Ed¬ 
vard Munch’s masterpiece 
The Scream will be sold 
this spring in New York, 
Sotheby’s auction house 
announced Tuesday. 

Sotheby’s estimates that 
the work, which has 
become a modem icon of 
human anxiety, will sell 
for $80 million US or more. 

The 1895 drawing of a 
man holding his head and 
screaming under a 
streaked, blood-red sky is 
being sold by Norwegian 
businessman Fetter Olsen, 
whose father was a friend 
and patron of Munch’s. It 
is the only version of The 
Scream still in private 
hands. 

“I have lived with this 
work all my life, and its 
power and energy have on¬ 
ly increased with time,” 
Olsen said. “Now, however, 
I feel the moment has 


come to offer the rest of 
the world a chance to own 
and appreciate this 
remarkable work, which is 
the only version of The 
Scream not in the 
collection of a Norwegian 
museum.” 

The work will lead 
Sotheby’s Impressionist 
and modem sale on May 2. 


Olsen said proceeds will go 
toward the establishment 
of a new museum, art cen¬ 
tre and hotel in Hvitsten, 
Norway, where Olsen’s fa¬ 
ther and Munch were 
neighbours.

The 2.0 version of the 
PlayBook operating system 
also includes web browser 
enhancements, new calen¬ 
dar, contacts and video 
chat apps, and an updated 
version of BlackBerry 
Bridge. That app allows 
users to control a BlackBer¬ 
ry as though it were a re¬ 
mote control for a 
PlayBook. Users can also 
open a document on a 
BlackBerry and have it 
viewed on a PlayBook. 

RBC Capital Markets an¬ 
alyst Mike Abramsky said 
Tuesday’s software update 
is in line with expectations 
but still lacks at least a few 
important features, includ¬ 
ing the ability to use RlM’s 
popular BlackBerry Mes¬ 
senger app and backwards 
compatibility with Black-

You’ll never forget that im¬ 
age of Rihanna from 2009, 
after she was beaten by her 
then-bo 3 ^end, R&B singer 
Chris Brown. But can you 
forgive? Apparently, Rihan¬ 
na can: On Monday, she re¬ 
leased a remix of her hit 
song Birthday Cake featur¬ 
ing an appearance by 
Brown. 

“I’ve been missing your 
body,” he raps, while she 
adds: “I know you wanna 
bite this, it’s so enticing.” 
(The YouTube video she 
posted has no images, just 
text that says: “Yikes.”) 

Meanwhile, Brown re¬ 
leased a track called Turn 
Up the Music with vocals by 
Rihanna. 

Earlier that day — Rihan¬ 
na’s 24th birthday — the 
duo also tweeted one an¬ 
other sweet messages. 

“HAPPY BIRTHDAY 
ROBYN,” wrote Brown, us¬ 
ing her birth name. Rihan¬ 
na thanked him via 
retweet, just minutes later. 

Their apparent reconcih- 
ation comes after contro¬ 
versy last week, when 
Brown was featured promi¬ 
nently at the Grammys, in¬ 
dicating the music industry 
has also forgiven him. 

Tweeting after the show 
last week, musician Miran¬ 
da Lambert wrote: “Where I 
come from, beating up on a 
women is never OK.” 

The whole drama leaves 



us wondering what this 
says to women who have 
been victims of assault 
within a romantic relation¬ 
ship. 

Dr. Sheri Jacobson, clini¬ 
cal director of Harley Thera¬ 
py, a psychotherapy centre, 
believes it could send a dis¬ 
turbing message about how 
maltreatment can be over¬ 


looked, or even accepted: 
“In a romantic sense, it has 
the danger of a creating a 
false reality as not everyone 
has the mental or emotion¬ 
al capacity for change,” she 
tells Metro. 

“Hopefully it won’t en¬ 
courage people to look up 
to Rihanna and Brown as a 
new ideal, and make them 


think it’s OK to go back to a 
violent partner.” 

On the other hand. 
Brown seems to have 
learned from his mistakes. 
He has apologized on televi¬ 
sion for the 2009 incident. 

“I’d hke to think that we 
can believe in people to re¬ 
pair, heal and develop,” 
says Jacobson. 


“Brown appears to have 
learned his lesson and has 
certainly paid heavily for 
his behaviour toward Ri¬ 
hanna. In that light, 
it would be distressing if 
they were to be frowned 
upon — one strike and he’s 
out. 

“If you really care for 
someone,” she continues, 
“as seems to be the case 
here, you tend to overlook 
and tolerate their behav¬ 
iour. You can’t cany it 
through without some kind 
of human emotion, roman¬ 
tic or not. 

And whatever happens 
between them, people will 
always be watching.”

Workplace 
law never 
ceases to 
amaze me 

whether 
employer 
or employ¬ 
ee, one side is always try¬ 
ing to take advantage of 
the other. Here are just a 
few of the questions I was 
asked this week: 

Can I fire an employee on 
maternity leave? 

The answer should be no, 
as reinstatement is re¬ 
quired at the end of the 
leave. However, due to a 
loophole in the legislation 
permitting termination 
only in circumstances un¬ 
related to the leave, it hap¬ 
pens all the time. 

All an employer must 
do is claim there is some 
form of restructuring, 
even if it is not true, and 
the legislation can be cir¬ 
cumvented. 

Can I fire an employee on 
disability leave? 

Similar to a parental 
leave, the answer is tech¬ 
nically no, but practically 
yes. Employees cannot be 
fired because they are on 



leave, but employers do so 
an 3 rway. They just call it 
something else and they 
often get away with it. 

Can I look for another job 
while still employed? 

Looking for other work 
while employed is not ille¬ 
gal. The problem is when 
it is done using company 
resources, such as comput¬ 
ers and the Internet. 

Even sending an appli¬ 
cation from your personal 
email account, but 
through your workplace 
computer, could be cause 
for dismissal. 

1 work through lunch and my 
breaks all the time. Can I 
leave work early? 


This seems logical but the 
law does not permit it. Em- 
plo 5 mient standards legis¬ 
lation requires a certain 
amount of break time each 
day, but it does not permit 
employees to “trade” their 
breaks for an early depar¬ 
ture. 

My employee claims she 
worked during her vacation. 
Must I provide her with ex¬ 
tra time off? 

If an employee was asked 
to perform any work, tech¬ 
nically she should be paid 
or provided with a substi¬ 
tute day off. Unfortunately, 
this rarely occurs.

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Rhythm is all 
about... math? 

O study finds pattern in classical music O Beethoven 
most rhythmically predictable; Mozart the least 


Elvis Presley once said that 
when you have rh 3 ^hni, 
you have it all over. Now, a 
McGill University profes¬ 
sor has used advanced 
mathematics to prove that 
The King was more right 
than he knew. 

Daniel Levitin has 
found, hidden within near¬ 
ly 2,000 pieces of classical 
music, a mathematical pat¬ 
tern that not only holds 
constant over 400 years of 
musical histoiy, but also 
corresponds to fluctuations 
in eveiything from the hu¬ 
man heartbeat to traffic 
flow on busy highways. 

“1 think it’s mind-blow¬ 
ing,” said Levitin. 

“Nobody’s claiming 
that the composers know 
the equation or were try-

ing to flt their work to the 
equation ... (but) they’re 
writing music that con¬ 
forms to it, perhaps be¬ 
cause the brain responds 
preferentially to it.” 


Physicists call the equa¬ 
tion in question a one- 
over-f power distribution. 

Levitin and his col¬ 
leagues took 1,788 differ¬ 
ent pieces of music by 
composers from J.S. Bach 
to Scott Joplin and broke 
each line of music down 
according to the length of 
its individual notes. 

“There’s a kind of math¬ 
ematical signature that 
ties together all the works 
of an individual compos¬ 
er,” Levitin said. 

Levitin’s analysis didn’t 
extend to jazz or pop mu¬ 
sic, or to non-Western mu¬ 
sic such as Indian ragas. 
But he sees no reason to 
believe those musics 
should be any different. 
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What do you 
want to be?

The heart of the transformation to R-Spec from an 
ordinary Genesis sedan sits between the front fenders. 
The displacement of the automaker’s Tan-branded V8 has 
been increased to 5.0-litres from 4.6 and the 
horsepower/torque rating to 429 and 376 pound-feet from 
385/333. For comparison, that’s 17 horses more than the 
much-celebrated-by-Ford-fans 5.0 in the Mustang GT. 

The new H 3 mndai R-Spec, is now the only Genesis V8 
model available in Canada and employs the same power- 
plant as the larger and more luxurious Equus. 


The R-spec theme continues inside with “tuxedo 
black” leather combined with bright trim surround¬ 
ing the control panel and shifter. 

And of course H 5 mndai’s bells-and-whistles depart¬ 
ment has included most of the desirable items. That 
means you can count on a standard power sunroof, 
memoiy settings for the power front seats, heated 
front and rear seats plus steering wheel, woodgrain 
trim, front and rear park assist, backup camera and a 
17-speaker premium sound package. 


Despite the power bulge, the R- 
Spec still returns reasonable fuel 
economy of 13.11/100 km city 
and 8.1 highway. 

On the performance front, 
H 3 mndai expects the R-Spec to 
run zero-to-60-m.p.h. (96 km/h) 
in the low-five-second range, 
which is pretty decent for a hefty 
1,880-kilogram sedan. 



► The tasteful and even elegant R-Spec has no big wings, no obnoxious colours and no scoops. However, the “R” and “Spec” thing have been done to 
death by everyone from Acura to Jaguar to Subaru. The badge is small, at least. Speaking of which, there is no “H” badge on the grille of any Genesis.

In Aretha Franklin’s mon¬ 
ster hit, she cried out for a 
little “R-E-S-P-E-C-T.” The 
one thing you could say 
about that song and 
H 5 mndai’s similarly named 
Genesis “R-Spec” sedan is 
that they both have plenty 
of soul. 


H 3 nmdai has confound¬ 
ed more than a few critics 
with the success of its full- 
size rear-wheel-drive four- 
door that was launched for 
the 2009 model year. 

How could the company 
that brought us the lowly 
Excel and subsequent 
econo-runners dare to 
think that it could run 
with the big dogs from De¬ 
troit, Germany and Japan? 


The Genesis was a gutsy 
call for the Korea-based au¬ 
tomaker, especially when 
fuel prices were surging 
and the economy was los¬ 
ing steam. 

But the car’s luxuiy lean¬ 
ings and comparatively 
modest price tag (likely aid¬ 
ed by a reassuringly 
lengthy warranty) have al¬ 
lowed the Genesis to carve 
out a niche. It also spawned 


the larger and even more 
luxurious Equus. 

For 2012, H 3 mndai is 
branching out the Genesis, 
taking it on a path that in¬ 
volves the development of 
a performance brand 
dubbed the R-Spec. Forget 
the rather unoriginal “R” 
and “Spec” to denote per¬ 
formance, and consider 
that this car actually has 
real performance.

WARNING: Road tripping 
through the Canadian 
Rockies in winter behind 
the wheel of an 5 ^hing less 
competent than a Jeep 
Grand Cherokee could be 
hazardous to your health. 
And given the freakish na¬ 
ture of mountain weather, 
it could also get you into 
some big trouble. 

For the uninitiated, a 
winter excursion through 
this region can turn from a 
leisurely scenic cruise to 
blizzarding nightmare in 
mere minutes. Snow accu¬ 
mulates faster than the na¬ 
tional debt and visibility 
becomes a myopic tunnel 
that messes with your 
depth perception as the 
highway blurs before your 
eyes. No less than your un¬ 
divided concentration and 
complete confidence in 
your vehicle is required. 

Police check-points 
strategically located along 
the Trans-Canada High¬ 
way, the main artery be¬ 
tween the west coast of 
British Columbia and the 
Alberta foothills, ensure 
that, without the proper 
vehicle and/or ice and 
snow treads underfoot, 
you’ll likely be turned 
back from whence you 
came. In these situations, 
piloting a Grand Cherokee 
is like canying an immuni¬ 
ty card that gets you waved 
through from a member of 
the RCMP. 

To examine the full 
measure of the GC re¬ 


quires driving it in the 
kind of difficult terrain for 
which it was intended and 
that includes snow and 
lots of it. For that you head 
to the hills. 

But Mother Nature isn’t 
always willing to cooper¬ 
ate, as evidenced by a re¬ 
cent east-to-west pass 
along the Trans-Canada. 
She was playing a practical 
joke by withholding the 
white, fluffy stuff, leaving 
all but the highest moun¬ 
tain sections in a bare and 
bone-dry state. However, 
the benign conditions pro¬ 
vided plenty of opportuni¬ 
ty to examine the GC’s 
gentile side. The base-mod- 
el Laredo loaner came with 
dual-zone climate control, 
heated outside mirrors 
and a nothing-fancy six- 
speaker audio system. 
There were a few select ex¬ 


tras on board including a 
navigation system, power 
driver’s seat and a satellite 
radio that worked fiawless- 
ly except when travelling 
beneath the half-dozen or 
so protective concrete ava¬ 
lanche “sheds” located 
along the route. 

Also along for the ride 
was the Loredo’s standard 
290-horsepower 3.6-litre 


V6 that operates with a 
five-speed automatic trans¬ 
mission plus Jeep’s single¬ 
range four-wheel-drive 
system. This version (a 
dual-range unit comes on 
up-level GC’s) is priced at 
close to $40,000, including 
destination charges. 

Unless some heavy-duty 
trailer towing or extra 
quick sprints to 100 km/h 


(and beyond) are neces- 
saiy, the V6 works just 
fine. The V6 is obviously 
no match for the available 
360-horsepower “Hemi” 
V8 or the outlandish 470- 
horsepower SRT8 in 
straight-line sprints, but 
out in the real world the 
extra dollars needed to ac¬ 
quire either model might 
not be worth it. 


Engine

Ma Nature served up 
her favourite raw fury dish 
on the return west-to-east 
leg, especially while ap¬ 
proaching the highway’s 
snow-bound Rogers Pass 
summit. 

Around here, the only 
vehicles still moving were 
convoys of chained-up 
transport trucks and one 
lone ice- and grit-encrust- 
ed Grand Cherokee. 

Over the long, upward 
climb in blanket-thick 
snow, the GC seemed in its 
element, turning what 
could have been a white- 
knuckle, high-drama drive 
into an enjoyable day on 
the road.

S ome things just 
take their own

They made this pro¬ 
nouncement after survey¬ 
ing 200 global automotive 
executives late last year. 
Other bullet points derived 
from the survey: 

• Electromobility is not 
predicted to exceed 15 per 
cent of new car registra¬ 
tions globally by 2025. 

• Executives in North 
America and Western Eu¬ 
rope expect even less adop¬ 
tion of electromobility in 
the short term, projecting 
E-vehicles will only account 
for six to 10 per cent of 
global annual sales. 

• Nearly two-thirds say 
that optimization of the in¬ 
ternal combustion engine 
offers greater efficiency 
and the most potential for 


carbon emission reduction 
than the current technolo¬ 
gies over the next five 
years. 

When electromobility’s 
success is characterized as 
stalling and/or not meeting 
expected adoption levels, it 
feels like some were ex¬ 
pecting it to take over in 
some quick and dramatic 
way, and that their current 


niche-like adoption rate is 
some sort of failure. Where 
did that thinking come 
from? 

Electric vehicles are real¬ 
ly brilliant for specified 


transportation tasks, and 
decidedly less so for others. 

1 think we need to view 
and/or market the pure 
electric car as more of a 
specific t 5 q)e of vehicle. 


than the car that will surely 
take over the world at 
some point. It has a place, 
and will make its place 
larger as technology al¬ 
lows, but it’s still designed 
to hit a specific target, just 
as other vehicle “t 5 q)es” 
are, be they high-perfor¬ 
mance sports cars, heavy- 
duty pickups with dualies, 
or white Cadillacs destined 
for Florida. 


Besides, anyone who 
thinks a tiny electric car is 
going to kick petrochemi¬ 
cal’s butt in the near future 
has to be smoking some¬ 
thing.

Common issues 

If you’re bu34ng an earlier 
model 4Runner in this gen¬ 
eration, ensure the frame is 
relatively free of rust. Toy¬ 
ota had some veiy well-doc¬ 
umented structural frame 
rust issues for several years, 
though these seem to have 
been corrected by time the 
last-generation 4Runner 
came around. 

Signs of heavy off-road 
use may include excessive 
mud or sand packed into 
the vehicle’s lower radiator 
area or underside. Get un¬ 
derneath and check for 
heavy denting or scrapes in 
the fioor and frame rails. 
These could be a sign of 
abuse. 

Verdict 

If the used 4Runner model 
you’re considering checks 
out, you’re likely looking 
at a reliable, capable side- 
kick that’ll serve your 
family for years to come.

Young drivers who finish 
driving school and pass 
their tests might think 
their lessons are finished. 
In reality, they are only 
just starting the learning 
process. 

According to a new 
study by the AAA Founda¬ 
tion for Traffic Safety in 
the U.S., teenagers are 50 
per cent more likely to 
crash in their first month 
of driving than after 
they’ve been behind the 
wheel for a year. 

“You do better at any 
job once you’ve learned 
the skills,” says Carol Ro- 
nis, senior manager of 
communications for the 
Foundation. 

“Practice is important, 
and parents can engage in 
helping their teens contin¬ 
ue to learn how to drive 


and shape them for a life¬ 
time of safe driving.” 

More than half of these 
early crashes boil down to 
three common errors: fail¬ 
ure to reduce speed, inat¬ 
tention, and failure to 
yield, especially on left- 
hand turns. 

“Certain t 5 q)es of crash¬ 
es initially occur at high 
rates and decline very 
quickly, such as the left- 
hand turn,” Ronis says. 

Taking young drivers on 
unfamiliar routes or at dif¬ 


ferent times of the day is 
important, Ronis says. 

“We see the novice driv¬ 
er under the supervised 
stage who is usually run¬ 
ning errands or driving on 
the same road,” she says. 

“Once they have their 
independent license, 
they’ll go ahead and take 
the highway, but mom and 
dad never practiced on the 
highway, or had them driv¬ 
ing at night. You have to 
take them beyond their 
comfort zone.”
